LEWIS, the world’s light 
heavy-weight. champion, who beat Len 
Harvey last Monday, is to have another fight at

There was 2 long discussion at Wembley 
three possible opponents were considered — Jack Petersen, for- 
mer British heavy-weight champion;.Tommy Farr, who in my 
opinion is the next best heavy-weight in this country to Ben 
Foord, the champion; and Jock McAvoy, the British | middle- 
weight champion, who lost on points to Lewis in America. 

No doubt the question of cost entered into the matter. But 
from the point of view of the fight the issue is clear enough. I 
would put it this way: Petersen would provide the most specta- 
cular fight hut would lose, probably by a knock-out.
